1 . (Currently Amended) A repeating device for relaying communication to 
a plurality of receiver-side telephones connected to a local area network; 

said repeating device comprising a function A effected at a time of an 
incoming call to be connected, for requesting a r e spons e from that each receiver- 
side telephone unit of said plurality of receiver-side telephones then respond 
indicating their instantaneous operational capability availab i l i ty to receive a-the 
incoming call, a function for selecting,, out of the plurality of receiver-side telephones 
that responded,, a receiver side telephone unit to which the incoming call is to be 
connected, and a function for notifying the address of the selected receiver-side 
telephone unit to a caller-side telephone. 

2. (Currently Amended) A repeating device according to claim 1 , wherein 
said repeating device furth e r comprises a function for receiving a transfer request 
from a user. 

3. (Currently Amended) A telephone capable of generating a call to a 
plurality of receiver-side telephones feemg-connected to a local area network^ without 
designating the address of the-a receive r-side telephone unit ; 
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said telephone comprising a function , effected at a time of a call to be 
connected, for requesting a r e spons e from that each receiver-side telephone unit of 
said plurality of receiver-side telephones then respond indicating their instantaneous 
operational capability availab ili ty to receive a -the call, a function for selecting A out of 
the plurality of receiver-side telephones that responded A a receiver-side telephone 
unit to which the call is to be connected, and a function for generating a -the call 
addressed to said selected receiver-side telephone unit . 

4. (Currently Amended) A telephone connected to a local area network; 
said telephone comprising a function , upon -effected at a time of receiving a 

call transfer request from a use r of a caller-side telephone , a funct i on for requesting 
a re s pon s e from that each receiver-side telephone unit of a plurality of receiver-side 
telephones then respond indicating their instantaneous operational capability 
ava il ab il ity to receive a call, a function for selecting., out of the plurality of receiver- 
side telephones that responded^ a receiver-side telephone unit to which the call is to 
be connected, and a function for notifying the address of the selected receiver-side 
telephone unit to a caller-side telephone. 

5. (Currently Amended) A recording medium capable of being read by a 
comput e r machine and storing a program to be executed by said machine. 
comput e r, sa i d r e cording medium us e d o i thor for to cause the machine to effect one 
of a device for relaying communication to a plurality of receiver-side telephones 
bem§-connected to a local area network, a telephone being-connected to a local 
area network, or a telephone capable of generating a call to a plurality of receiver-
